Rules 
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2. The All India llandloom Fabrics Socicly, the State Apex Societies of Hondloom Weavers 
and other Cooperative Orsarusations dealing with weavera will be granted licences for Import of cot¬ 
ton yarn of counts too or above and /or Coal-tar dy«s as spccilicd m the Annexure to Public 
Notice No. 87-ITC/(PN)/5S dated 31-10-1958, equal to to per cent of ihe f.o.b. value of the exports 
of handloom cloth. 

3. Applicants should apply for import licences to the Joint Chief Controller of Imporis and 
Exports, Hombay, lor mill cloth and yam and handloom cloth, in the manner prescribed m Ap¬ 
pendix XXIII to the Red Book for the Octobei, 1958—Alarch, 1959 licensing period, alter obtain¬ 
ing certificates of the iinpori eiilillement to which they are eligible from the Textile Commiss'oner 
in accordance with the procedure as may be prescribed by him. Licences wiU be granted only once 
'll a quarter on the basis ol exports effected in the preceding quarter. 

This shall come into foice with effect from the quarter January March, 1959,
